Government Hps Plan t#
. Assist Home Construc¬

tion Through Loans. r

Plans for organization or F«4er«2
Home Loan Banks to stimulate build¬
ing were outlined In a statement (ires
out yesterday at the Labor Depart

The plan Is embodied In a bill which
will be presented to Congress early hi
the specIs 1 session
Department officials emphasized that

the popular impression that the banks
would lend government funds dire<$
to builders is wrong. Instead the
plan would make th* Federal Horns
l»an Banks a "clearing house for
building and loan associations
thu* would be abl* to realise o*i
their long term mortgai,*-* and meal
increased demands for loans" As*
sociatlons clearing through thesr
bank* would lie stockholders, it wa*
explained.
How the building and losn aKKons-

tions would work in conjunction with
the Federal ome l»sn Hanks is ex¬
plained in the official statement, a hi h
reads:
"In the Federal Home L*osn Hank

plan, the affiliation of sn imo< latins
would he entirely optional and an i*>
socistion which doe* not Join in th*
banking plan would not If affected Hi
sny wsy by the new system." the of¬
ficial statement says.
"The business of the bank* would h*

conducted by boards of directors cloru
ed by member associstions."
